A veteran  Canadian  newspaperman  and 
publisher  passed  at  Regina  on  Wednesday 
wjtb  the  death  of  Hon.  Thomas  Miller. 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  Saskatchewan  who 
had  nude  his  home  in  retirement  here  before 
his  appointment  to  Government  House  in  the 
Prairie  Province.  In  1896.  Mr.  Miller  be-  | 
came  managing  editor  of  I he  Moose  Jaw 
1 imes  remaining  in  association  with  that 
journal,  now  7 he  Moose  Jaw  I imcs- 
1 Jerald.  for  almost  fifty  years  in  an  editorial 
capacity  and  later  as  publisher. 

The  late  Thomas  Miller  was  born  near  . 
Grand  Valley.  Ontario,  and  came  West  as  a 
boy.  He  started  his  newspaper  career  as  a 
primer  s devil  in  the  days  when  type  was* 
»ci  by  hand  in  sticks  At  seventeen  years  of 
age  he  was  in'  the  composing  room  of  1 he 
Regina  Standard  Two  years  later  hr  moved 
to  Moose  Jaw.  where  he  soon  became  print- 
ing plant  foreman  \ rom  this.  Mr.  Miller 
switched  to  the  editorial  side  of  the  news- 
paper business,  and  as  editor  of  I he  Moose 
Jaw  Times  became  a power  in  the  land  His 
outlook  was  fresh  and  vigorous,  and  at  all 
times  commanded  respect. 

I here  were  few  men  m the  ranks  of  Cana- 
dian newspapers  who  had  a better  knowledge 
of  the  West  than  the  late  Hon  Thomas - 
Miller  He  saw  it  grow  from  small  begin- 
nings. He  watched  Moose  Jaw  change  from 
a frontier  settlement  into  a fine  modern  city. 
He  saw  people  spread  out  on  the  land  and 
make  it  their  own  Through  it  all.  through 
the  columns  of  his  paper  as  newspaperman 
and  publisher,  he  helped  materially  in  bring- 
ing that  progress  about.  Few  men  in  this

Hitler  Another  version  has  sprung  up. 
because  the  original  Berlin  stones  were  not 
accepted  by  the  world  This  time  a Nazi 
guard  says  that  he  saw  Hitler  s body — which 
intuitively  he  knew  to  have  been  poisoned  — 
soaked  with  gasoline  and  burned  Would  a 
Nazi  tamely  resign  himself  so  to  the  assas 
sination  of  lus  hero’  It  does  not  seem  prob- 
able Any  one  of  Hitler's  doubles  — the 
men  he  used  when  he  was  afraid  to  appear 
in  public  might  be  disposed  of  in  such  a 
manner,  but  hardly  thr  f uehrer  himself.

’ Sir.- 1 have  read  with  interest 
your  editorial  on  Canadian  letters, 
and  while  I agree  in  the  mam  with 
your  statements,  there  I*  an  aspect 
of  thu  question  which  I believe 
should  be  placed  before  the  public 
Nve  have  long  been  fanilhar  with 
the  statement,  repeated  so  often  that 
It  has  become  n cliche,  that  there  is 
no  Canadian  literature  When  one 
v je»  the  excellent  books  that  Aus- 
tralian and  South  African  writers 
have  put  out.  we  might  easily  con-- 
elude  that  our  own  shelve*  are  in 
comparison  empty  To  the  argument 
that  Canada  has  a small  population, 
and  therefore  is  not  likely  to  pro- 
duce  a large  hterarv  output,  one  mav 
point  to  the  literature*  of  the  small

In  the  case  of  the  novelist,  how

historic  scene,  provides  a French, 
British  or  American  background  of 
origin,  and  thus  remove*  the  taboo 
of  the  purely  Canadian  scene. 

Among  the  group  of  writers  with 
whom  I am  associated  there  are  men 
and  women  of  ability  who  have 
enough  faith  in  themselves  to  do 
their  writing  after  their  daily  work 
is  over  or  in  the  case  of  women, 
utter  their  household  tasks  are  com- 
pleted or  the  children  put  lo  bed 
This  may  not  make  for  Inspired  or 
brilliant  writing  But  It  docs  de- 
velop a body  of  work  founded  on 
courage  and  determination,  which  I 
Urnily  believe  will  in  time  develop 
into  a literature  of  which  Canada 
may  well  be  proud
